Baker Favors President. 

Alfred L. Baker, president of the City club 
and Chicago banker, declared himself in 
favor of the administration policy for three 
reasons, and he denounced as “ decidedly un- 
fair the methods of arousing race prejudice 
and one kind of patriotism which certain 
newspapers have been using.

To seize Tampico would be to aid only 
Huerta. It would relieve his troops from the 
necessity of holding a port which is certain 
to fall into rebel hands in the near future. 
If the rebels get the custom house at Tam- 
pico it will mean that they, instead of the 
Huerta agents, will collect the customs. 
Such an increase to the rebel exchequer and 
loss to the Huerta treasury would not appeal 
to the Indian president. 

If Vera Cruz should be seized as well 
Huerta would be struck a vital blow. The 
customs collections at Vera Cruz are the 
largest in the whole republic and are de- 
pended upon by Huerta to ald him in running 
his government.

Attack Declared Ridiculous by Man 
Who Is Object., 


Carl S. Vrooman of Bloomington, an as- 
pirant for the Democratic nomination for 
United States senator, yesterday attacked 
Roger C. Sullivan's right to seek the senator- 
ship as a progressive Democrat of the Wil- 
son type.“ He called on Mr. Suiiivan to with- 
draw. 

Mr. Sullivan declared the letter to be mere- 
ly ridiculous. 

Mr. Vrooman concedes to Mr. Sullivan the 
privilege of aligning himself with the pro- 
gressive element of the party, but asserts 
that he should enlist as a high private in 
the ranks and remain there for a long period 
of probatlon before seeking senatorial 
honors. 


Has Chance to Aid Progress. 

“If at this time you demand anything 
more than a fair and honest chance to prove 
your loyalty and devotion to progressive 
Democratic principles, you will run a grave 
risk of having people add to your old title 
of ‘boss’ the epithet of ‘hypocrite.’ You 
will be judged from this, not by what your 
friends and paid press agents say, but by 
what you do,“ said Mr. Vrooman in an open 
letter addressed to his rival. 

Mr. Vrooman demands that Mr. Sullivan 
come forward ae the avowed champion of 
the initiative and referendum and other re- 
forms in the interest of a genuine popular 
government.”

OF CHINA LIKELY? 


Yuan Shi-Kai’s Government 
Facing Serious Finan- 
cial Crisis. 


POWERS DICTATE TERMS. 


Refuse Loans Unless Given Domi- 
nance; Republic Struggles 
, to Hold Out. 


PEKING, April 12.—That Yuan Shi-kal's 
government is faced with a serious financial 
crisis is the opinion of a substantial body of 
foreigners in Peking and the treaty ports of 
China. These men predict foreign-financial 
control, or a foreign public debt commission. 
The difficulty of the situation is that the 
president and his supporters have been, up to 
the present, unable to obtain money from the 
provinces for the administrative require- 
ments of the central government. 

As a rule, little or nothing can be got from 
the provinces; they are, on tne contrary, con- 
tinually calling upon the central government 
for assistance, threatening that rebellion or 

sandages and looting that will implicat« 
the government with foreigners will result 
unless the assistance is forthcoming. 


Lack of Capable Men Difficulty. 
The greatest difficulty is believed by for- 
elgners in Peking to be the lack throughout 
the nation of men who possess the character 
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and intelligence necessary. to buna upe mod- 
ern system out of the corrupt and antiquated | 
eastern one which the country knows. 

Except where foreigners are given con- 
trol or a measure of it—as in the case of the 
extensive salt tax—the government is able 
to collect little in the way of revenues. Yuan 
Shi-kai might employ more foreigners and 
put them in authority, but the men immedi- 
ately round him, as well as he himself, have 
given continued proofs of their unwilling- 
ness to give authority to foreigners. 

In desperation the government is now en- 
deavoring to obtain another large loan from 
the quintuple group of bankers, composed 
of French, German, British, Japanese, and 
Russian banks, supported by their respective 
governments. | i 

Loans Hinge on Foreign Control. 

Feeling that Yuan's government is too dis- 
organized and unstable to trust with another 
large loan, the quintuple delegations are re- 
quiring the banks to stipulate what amounts 
to foreign control of China's finances for a 
period of, it ia stated, fifty years, as con- 
dition of any further extensive loans. 

Up to the present the government has re- 
fused this condition and is getting along the 
best it can with small loans at high interest, 
parts ot which are sometimes taken out in 
arms, ammunition, and other necessities. 
Sometimes railway and other concessions are 
granted for such uncontrolied loan. But it 
is believed that the day of reasons soon will 


arrive.

Free Speech and the Police. 
‘Ellen Gates Starr, one of the founders 

house, who wan arrested recently in 
connection with the waitresses’ strike at Hen- 
rici's poke before the Women’s Trade Union 
league yesterday. Her subject was “Free 
Speech — the Police. 

Miss Starr declared the actions of the police 
in matters 
due to “the system.” In part she said: 

“We cannot blame the police individually for 
their actions. For the. most part they act 
under orders. It is almost impossible to fix 
the responsibility for these orders. The police 
are merely the symptoms of a social disease. 
They do not know why they arrested me, al- 
though they say I was disorderly and inter- 
fering with the 7 

“It la abaurd to think free speech should 
be suppressed at the orders of policemen. 
Those policemen were not overintelligent and 
cannot be especially blamed. In preparing this 
talk on the subject of policemen I did not do 
much thinking. It requires very little thought 
to speak on the subject of policemen. 

“One of the difficulties of union labor is 
lack of free speech. We are unable to speak 
our views of the employers and make known 
the conditions of.their factories and work- 
shops. 

“The employers, however, can stand in front 
of their places and decry union labor as much 
as they please. Do you think the police would 
arrest Henrici'’s manager if he should take up 
his position on Randolph street and talk about 
us? 

“Tt is impossible for union labor te get its 
side of the question in the newspapers. Now, 
I cam make a speech here, and the reporters, 
whom I see taking notes, will go into their 
office and probably write what I say. But do 
you think it will be printed? No, indeed; it 
will never get into the newspaper.”

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PARIS BOURSE REGAINS EASE 


Optimism Obtains Hold Despite 
Adverse Conditions. 


MANY ‘NEW BRITISH ISSUES. 


Rist in All Good ‘Securities Predicted 
‘on London Market. 


lor CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, April 12.—The Paris bourse closed 
for Easter in a state of inaction, but with 
optimistic expectations. The fortnightly set- 
tlement this weék will be carried out under 
unusually easy conditions. 

The bitterness béing developed in the elec- 
toral campaign is causing some anxiety 
among the stabler elements of the commu- 
nity. The vicious attacks to whieh all poli- 
ticians who have acquired experience in the 
handling ot the national finances are being 
subjected are regarded as particularly de- 
plorable. 

Not in the memory of living financiers has 
the bourse experienced so prolonged a period 
of depression. The financial market, of 
course, is not the entire state, but it forms 
an essential part thereof. 

Financial men affirm that the fiscal meas- 
ures recently voted upon by the senate form 
an instrdment of war of the most dangerous 
kind with which to strike all great financial 
markets of France and the securities nego- 
tiated there. 


London Rates Turn Downward. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, April 12.—The approach of 
Easter threw its influence over the money 
markets last week. There was little move- 
ment of any kind, but the general down- 
ward tendency in rates continued, with no 
sign of abatement for the present. The pay- 
ment of the interest on the national debt 
added largely to the supplies of money in 
the open market and discounts went of 
again. 

Attention already has been called to the 
record amount of new issues for the first 
quarters of this year. There are no signs of 
any siackening; on the contrary it seems as 
though the second quarter of the year will 
produce ancther record. Of course, the 
cheapness of money accounts largely for 
this situation, but there is also the fact of a 
general slackening in trade all over the 
world. Smaller demands for banking accom- 
modations and commercial purposes are & 
consquence. 


Idle Money Turns to Stocks. 

Belng unable to find employment in trade, 
great supplies of money naturally turn to 
the bourses. This again encourages new 
issues, but at the. same time competent 
judges predict a rise in all good securities 
and think that the flood of new issues will 
have only the effect of controlling the mar- 


ket and preventing too rapid a rise.

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| POTTS CRITICISES 
STATE INSURANCE 


| Illinois Superintendent Says 


It Should Be Confined to 
Social Service. 


OPPOSES OTHER OBJECTS. 
Holds Government Should Not 
Seek to Compete with Pri- 
vate Endeavor. 


Bx c. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

One of the most notable contributions to the 
important subject of state insurance was 
made by State Insurance Superintendent Ru- 
fus M. Potts of Illinois at the recent life in- 
surance conference conducted under the au- 
spices of the University of Illinois. | 

Wisconsin has inaugurated a state life in- 
surance fund. North Dakota has a state hail 
insurance plant. Minnesota and Wisconsin 
have state fire insurance funds for insuring 
public property. Ohio, Washington, and 
West Virginia have workmen’s compensation 
insurance and do not allow such indemnity 
to be written by private companies, A num- 
ber of other states have optional state insur- 
ance for compensation. 

Mr. Potts asserted that state insurance 186 4 
subject for agitation rather than adoption, 
Speaking as to fire, life, ‘casualty, and surety 
insurance, he said that compulsory state in- 
surance is clearly beyond the province of the 
state and an unwarranted encroachment on 
private rights. Optional state insurance cov- 
ering such lines, he claims, is at a marked 
disadvantage in competing with the private 
plan, as its risks must necessarily be con- 
fined within state boundaries, thus limiting 
its field of operation, making insecure and un- 
serviceable existing experience tables, and 
creating chaotic conditions in a highly tech- 
nical field of endeavor. 


Leaves Iss:e with the Public. 

Supt. Potts thinks that every person should 
be given an opportunity to select his insur- 
ance at a premium within his reach, con- 
sistent with safety and of the chafacter that 
bert suits his needs. 

Universal. insurance being necessary to 
balance economic conditions, Mr. Potts stated 
that the people face the question of how it 
can best be brought about and through what 
medium thie insurance can be most efficiently 
and advantageously administered. 

Insurance, in his opinion, should not be as- 
sumed or appropriated by the goverriment, 
unless the public as individuals have failed 
to utilize or have abused its privileges, or 
unless there are certain economic conditions 
associated with classes of individuals or 
lines of industry. by reason of which the 
state must recognize and assume a special 
responsibility and grant relief through the 
administration of an insurance system. 


Field for State: Insurance. 

Mr. Potts sees @ field for state Insurance. 
He would confine it to that class of indem- 
nity which is most intimately associated with 
social service. In accident prevention he 
thinks that in compulsory workmen’s com- 
pensation laws and compulsory state work- 
men’s compensation insurance lies the rem- 
edy for conservation of human assets rep- 
resented in the men and women workers of 
the state. 

Poverty and old age and old age benefits, he 
regards as a social problem for a state golu- 
tion. Unemployment’ and relief for the un- 
employed and their families also present con- 
ditions. demanding state consideration. Wel- 
fare and burial insurance is imperative for 
certain classes, and he regards this asa state 
question. Maternity insurance, common in 
Europe but unknown in this country, is a 
subject in which the state is vitally concerned 
and which it should not overlook. Pensions 
for schoo) teachers he regards as a public 
question ready for decision, and this comes 
within this division of insurance. 

Mr. Potts reaches the conclusion that the 
state should not absorb the business of 
insurance, except in so far as public welfare 
demands it.
